Look on the map and you see this tslane 
is shaped like a big feh.* 

Its blunt, whalelike head, capped by 
Brooklyn on its west enc, pushes into New 


York's East River, For 118 miles it 
stretches east, where two flukelike land 
pattits stick out inte the Atlantic; they seem 
cn ostormy days te be whipping the salt 
water into foam anc spray, just as the split 
tall of a big mad fish micht do. 

Like a dorsal fin, its north shore is ‘set 
off from Connecticut by that blie-water 
pluvground, Long [sland Sound. 

Finally, to clinch the hement of fancy, 
the island outlines show not only the fish's 
form, but suugest that thir leviathan hus 
just swum in from the Gulf Stream anc is 
nibbling at the hook of Jower Manhatian, 

Actually, it isn't nibbling, but gobbling. 
Already Lang Island has: swallowed about 
one-third af New York State’s whole parpy- 
lation. 

Gone now is the day when Gotham come- 
diuns could get-a lough at Brooklyn's ex- 
pense, when Hrooklyn Bridpe was “dubbed 

“the road to yesterday,” and Brooklyn it- 
self was merely “New York's bedroom.” 

Long Island now has mote people than 
most of the States in the Union, being ex- 
reecded by only six: more assessed wealth 
than oll Texts: and more sea trade than

One Brooklyn shop takes bales af cruce 
quinine bark from Peru and turns out nice 
Clean pills and powder, Another gets: big 
dirty chunks of beeswax from Africa to 
make lipstick. shoe pulish, and other things. 

Since Egyptians varnished their first 
mimny, the making of lacquer and paint 
has heen a good business. Here. in Queens 
and Brooklyn, fimire fans say enough paint 
is made every vear to cover all. buildings 
now standing in the ‘Thirteen Original 
States of the Union. 

Enough rope te lasso Mars has been made 
here. Brooklyn had eight ropewalks, but 
only seven churches and seven saloons in 
clipper ship days of the 1820's, To fit out 
a Tull-rigged ship then took 40,000 pounds 
Mf cordage, 

Today, ships don’t take so.much, But 
herp), tute, and sisal still pour in from fiber- 
growing hot lands: ond besides all whe how- 
sere, halyards, and braces made for sailirs, 
a world of rope and cordage goes inland for 
use in derricks, binder twine in wheat fields, 
ever to make rope rugs, 

Today Long Island makes better rope 
than the Romans did, but it's all twisted in 
the traditional Roman way-—strands left, 
final rope to the right (Plate VITT). 

Proximity ta New Vork and [ts great har- 
bor fostered Brooklyn's industrial growth, 
Sow one city complements the other, 

How the Dutch bought Manhattan. from 
the Indians is an old story. From there 
whites crossed East River to farm, fight 
the suvages, build homes, and barter on 
Long Island. 

That was the day of straw roofs, wooden 
thimneys, and windmills, ‘Littl remains 
now, except documents yellow with age, to 
recall that ¢ra—tIlttle except family. and 
place names, | 

Brotkivn itself was then ArenSelen, =o 
Changed after the English took New Am- 
sterdam and renamed it New York jor their 
Duke, AMidwanwt became Flathush, and 
Rustiorg change] to Jamuaici, 

Though the Dutch again took New 
York in i672, the English won it back 
two sears Inter and held it until the Ruy 
olution, In Brooklyn the British defeated 
American troops in that histerle battle of 
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our War for Independence (page 421}. 

But from that August day in 1776 the 
history of Long Island began as a pert of 
the United States. | 

From his pulpit in Hrooklvn’s famous 
Plymouth Church, Hetty Ward Beecher 
sold the slave girl “Pinky” into freedom at 
public suction, when Abolitionists clashed 
with Southerners (pare 415). Robsevell 
landed his Rough Riders at Montauk Point 
alter the War with Spain: at Vanhunk and 
Roosevelt Field in World War days Uncle 
Sam made the greatest mobilization of man 
bower in our history. 

Go where you will on this island, past 
potate patches ar princely estates, and you 
find it thick with scenes of historic events 
in the making of America. Ln one plisce 
Captain. Kidd hid his treasure; in another 


stands the old house that inspired John 


Howard Payne to write “Home, Sweet 
Home” (Plate VITT and page 445}, 

GARDENS RIVAL THOSE AT VIERSATLEES 

Take Route 25-4 enst, along the island's 
North Shore, turn off new and then, and 
vou enter another werlel. 

Up Glen Covewny lie some of the island's 
family estates, One we saw, for quiet 
beauty of landstape avd wardens, brought 
to mind the royal parks at Versailles, or 
at Sanseuri in Potsdam, Some hatch their 
own game birds; others have stables and 
private race tracks and steeplechase courses 
(Plate XIIT). 

Turn south along Wheatley Road and 
the old Post Road and you come to West- 
bury, world polo center (Plate XX). 

Of all games tising a stick and ball, polo 
if most ancient, Its name comes from the 
Tibetan word paiv, or ball, but Lone Is- 
land got the game from England. which 
got it from Indin.* 

Since John Watson first brought wn Fin 
lish team to the States in 18846, and since 
the first American team repaid that visit 
in 1902, this game has spread to all Amer- 
icas “horsy” spots. Now thousands play 
it, inclucing schools, universities, and-a few 
WOTTEN. 

Today, without doubt, the Long Island 
town of Westbury is the world polo center. 
At famous Meadowbrook Club, locking 
mallets, you may see Indian raiahs, titled’ 
Britons, cattle kings from Australia and 
Argentina; cavalry officers from mony lands

“Meadowbrook, Lang Island,” will be 
the date line on o great polo news story 
to be filed there in June, 1959; that is the 
schedule of the International Polo Chal- 
lenge Cup Séries between England anil 
the United States, which will draw many 
visitors from the tear-by World's Fair 
Grounds. 

Turn north from 25-A at East Norwich 
and you come to Ovster Bay. Here is an 
ald hover on whose wintlow panes you can 
still read names cut in the glass by Brit- 
ish officers when they were quartered here 
during the Revolution, Here also is the 
family home of Theodore Roosevelt, former 
President, who led the Rough Riders, pave 
Americn the Ponoma: Canal, honted in 
Africa,* sight a lost river in Brazil, and 
spiced up our language with sich apt 
phrases as “the strenuous life,” “the big 
atick,” “weasel words,” and the “honatic 
fringe.” To his simple tomb, upon a rod: 
side hill, thousands of Americans have worn 
a path ( piases 447. 444), 

Near by is the Roosevelt Bird Sanctuary, 
apt tribute to that President whose interest 
int all wild creitures was a predominant 
passion. Particularly did he love ihe birds 
of Long Talanel,

So many snipe waded abwut hete when 
Henry Hudsen came in 1609 that this fet 
was noted in the /alf Afoon's tog. 

Every sailor knows how idands attract! 
birds. Migrating strangers stop to eat and 
sleep, Storms blow others ashore, (Carib- 
bean hurricanes have brought strange trevpsle 
hirds to Long Island. Of the 1,420 species 
and! subspecies found in Nerth Arverica 

north of Mexico, only about 120 nest here, 
lout many others pry calls. 

One Eoropean widgeon ehot here had 
been banded in Iceland, says one authority: 
a fish hawk marked at Orient Point was 
found dead in Brazil: another hawk catried 
his band for 21 Venrs. 

*Gee Wild Man aml Wiki Beast in Africa,” 
te Theodore Koevelt, Nariowat Onoogiartoc 
Manarint. Janiary, Tr. + 
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On Shelter Island one September day 
we saw telephone wires lined with ennall 
swallows for more than a mile—tens of 
thousaunls of them. 

Qsprevs built such heavy mests here- 
abouts on telephone crossarms that they 
chort-citcuited the wires. ‘To step this, and 
yet to oblige the ospreys, the company set 

p other poles near by, with convenient

Bird Wife here changes with mmecreasing 
population, Heath bens quit the sand bar- 
rens a century ago. No more Labrador 
ducks come to Great South Bay, One story 
says that in April, 17359, about 75,000 pas- 
Senger pigerins were sold in New York reat 
shaps, some at $0 for a shilling! They 





went away with the 19th century. 


To preserve many species and perhaps 
to bring others back, both conservationists 
and island sportsmen work now to increase 
and improve bind sanctuaries. 

(4) east to Huntington ond they show 
you a monument to the patriot, Nathan 
Hale: also, south of town, the house where 
Walt Whitman wis horn, 

From. Huntington smooth, shady roquls 
wind around the quiet shores of blue- 
water hays ta Northport, on east, past 
Sunkey Meadow State Park, and so to 
Port.

To 
day's Manor House, dating from 1735, is 0 
fine example of Long Island colonial archi- 
tecture. On the manor grounds is a wooden 
wincimil) 144 years old, still in running 
order. 

Svivesier Manor reminds you that east- 
ern Long Island was largely settled by re- 
lizious and political zealots, some of whom 
were éxiled from New Englund we “‘here- 
tics.’ For many vears some of these early 
Firugtish towne on cast Long Island did not 
acknowledge the rowal authority, but ruled 
themselves entirely ‘through tawn meetings. 

‘As one writer says: “OF the four New 
York patriots who risked hanging together 
(or separately) by siening the Declaration 
uf Independence, two were supplied by 
Long Teland.” They were Francis Lewis 
anil William Floyd. 

Merely to stan cpuaint epitaphs on tooss- 
grown stone: to finger rusty old harpoons 
ur tap-and-ball pistals: or to chat with 
wrinkled veterans of offshore whaling days 
is. to sense the rich colar and quality of the 
life that was. 

Today these historic sites, plus fishing, 
suiting, and other summer sports, form this 
region's stock in trite, Many visitors 
hunt up the old inn at Orient Point, where 
James Fenimore Cooper wrote Sea Lives, 


A CYCLE PATH TO CONEY ISLAND 


Here, now, ts a “Pleasure Island?” whose 
social revolution began with the Long Island 
Railroad. Tt ended isolation, Later came 
hievcles, From England, about 1876, we 
got othe highawheeled — pionver “bone- 
shaker.” On Long Ishkuned this new vehicle 
saw the rise of the L.A. W., of League of 
American Wheelmen, Then came the 
safety, with pneumatic tires. 

Hy the LS°O's men, women, and children 
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all over Long Leland were riding bicycles. 
Musrey's Magutine for May, 1896, tells 
how the L. A. W. raised funds to boiid 2 
cycle path from Brooklyn to Coney Island 
ane) Tkaied 5.000 tour backs. 

When chesp, quick tides brought this 
half-wild, isolated back country close to 
cmwied New York, it began ta turn inte 
what-it.is now, a enleissal playweound (1 ate 
TX amd pow 447). 

Fishing, humting, and horse racing. were 
pioneer American sports, But only after 
the Civil War. slowly, people fram vrowini 
cities began to seek the outdoors and learn 
to play. The thirty years after the seven- 
ties saw the rise of baseball, bicycling. 
boating, tennis, and the beginnings of golf. 
Long Island was a pioneering spot in Amer- 
ica for these games. Shinnecock Golf Club, 
gt Southampion, was one af the first in the 
United States. By 1900 Long Island had 
24 golf courses; and today there are listed 
clase to L20. 

Ferry from Shelter Ishond over to Say

Steam in from Europe any fine summer 
morning toward Fire Island; see how 
yuchts, sailboats, speedboats, and fisher- 
me scour these waters, 

About 25,000 maoatorboats frequent Long 
Leland waters (Plate 7). OF its shores for 
decades famous races have been run, espe 
cinlly the cup contests between American 
and British challengers and defeniers, 

Every Long Island port has some bind 
of uquatic society. One youthful yachting 
group at Sayville calls itself “The Wet 
Punts Club.”

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HENRY HUDSON, MAGNIFICENT FAILURE 


Just 330 Years Ago He and His Mutinous Crew Found 
Manhattan Covered With “Goodly Oakes” and 
Fought Indians in New York Harbor

NE Sunday morning in April, 1607, 
r do oman ond a hoy strode briskly 
along the Loncton street known as 


Bishopsgate, Pungent <melle of fish and 
pitch and tar Aoated up from the Thames 
whence they had come. 

“A seu captain and his sen,” you might 
have guessed, but vou hardly would have 
suspected either their destination or their 
destiny. They were bound for the tittle 
Church of St. Ethelburga to receive Healy 
Communion before beginning a dangerous 
yovage. 

They probably looked very little like fig- 
ures of tragedy as they walked along to- 
gether with head hich, cach secretly prove 
of the other. Yet in litth more than four 
years from this day their dreams and voy- 
ages were fated ta be cut short in icy North 
Ameria witera by murderous mutineers. 

In that brief time this seafaring man, 
with his quiet, hero-worshiping Son, was to 
achieve so much that his name would be 
written muny times an the map af the New 
Worle. | 

The captain's name was Heory Hudson. 


S47LOR TALK WITH A BIBLICAL ING 


Presently you might have seen other 
seafaring men drifting up from the river, 
But these were cost in coarser mold— 
able-bodied seamen mostly, hairy-chested, 
scarred, some bearing the marks of a Satur- 
day nivht’s carousing. This was the crew 
of Hudson s-ship, aid they, ton, were bound 
for church! 

To a modern ear their talk weld seem 


dtranve, ‘They referred to Hudson os “our 
muster." Theuwh sprinkled with lurid 


witler-front phrases and one-syllable Angle- 
Saxon worls. many expressions had a Bib- 
ical ting. But that should not be wholly 
surprising, becnuse at this very time in 
history the Bible was being translated into 
the King James Version, which waa ti pre- 
aerve and make familiar for centuries the 
Ring's Emelish of the day. 

A strange sivht it must have heen to see 
these seamen kneeling in church—some 
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eenuimely devout, others, coarse-visagedd, 
wearing what they fondly betieved to be a 
convincing mask of piety, An eloquent 
andid-camera shot that seene would have 
made, . 


CHURCH STILL STANTS, A HURON SHRINE 


All that the world knows of Henry Hud- 
son begins with this glimpse of the navi- 
gator, his son, and fen seamen taking 
Communion in the littl church, named for 
a Saxon saint, which still stands in Bishops- 
vote today, $42 years later (page 464). 

The incident is recorded in a log of 
his voyage based on Hudson's journal tut 
written by John Pleyoe, one of his crew:

At the time Captain Hudson was prob- 
ably a man in the prime of middle Tite. 
No doubt he had been sailing the seas for 
many years. He may have been with Davis 
int the i¢e-choked waters of Arctic North 
America some 20 yours before, There ts 
reasin to believe he had vovaged to the 
Orient, sailing the long, rough water road 
around the Cape of Good Hope. Some think 
he came of a wealthy family,-a line of mer- 
chant adventurers devoted to foreign trade, 
und that one of his relatives had been high: 
in the councils of the Museovy Company, 
for which he was now to-sail. 

But all this is shadowy, speculative. We 
do know that the mariner was an Envlish- 
man and not on Netherlander, though his 
most famous voyage—that in the fal} 
Moon to what is now New York—was 
mide under the flag of the Netherlands, 
and his name to this day is often spelled 
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With Jece While apert. the meric pert traced 
tu the coll of ble ship th this New York memoril 
overiodking Heary Hien Parkway anil Hens 
Hilson Hrider over the Harlin Ship Canal The 
sculpter, Karl Groupie ond Karl Bitter.

storied coast of Cathay and the warm, pleas-

settlement in all the immense New World. 

Tt was May 1, 1607, when Hudson's little 

ship hoisted wochor at Gravesend in the 

lower Thames for its voyage to the North 
Pole and China, Light-hearted children 
were dancing around Maypoles on the soft 
ereen grass of an English sprig as the 
Hopewell (optimistic name!) stood out into 
the North Sea. 

Unfortunately there was no Joseph Con- 
rad or Alan Villiers in Hudson's crew, Terse 
and tantalizing is that ancient. log. 

‘The first of May, 1607,” It treads, “we 
wiyed anchor at Gravesend, and on Tues- 
dav, the sixe and twentieth day, in the 
morning, we made the Tes of Shotlane.” 

Twenty-five days of voyaging in 27 
words! But these are known waters, As 
they venture farther into little-known seas, 
the details multiply, and out of these sim- 
ple sentences, like light from na far-off star, 
comes a glimmer of (heir hopes and awe- 
struck fears. 


“LAND HO 


In four dave, because of contrary winds, 
the Mopewell covered only o few miles. 
Soon, however, fresh wales sprang up and 
the explorers steered away nurth-north- 
west with the wild wind screeching in the 
rigging, Once they saw six or seven whales. 

On the thirteenth of June, between one 
and two in the morhing, a suilor’s shout 
rang out, He bad sighted land. Thenugh 
nivht, it was light in this latitude, and all 
hands no doubt crowded to the rail. Before 
them rose “a very high land, most part 
covered with snow.” Hudson had reached 
the coast of Greenlanel. 

Inhosnitable these waters proved. “Our 
sivle and shroudes did freeze... . With 
much wind wee were hardly able ta main- 
tine a gayle.” 

Vet this northern land was pot wholly 
without life. “Wee saw much fowle. Also 
wee saw a whale close by the shewre.” 


THE LAND OF HOLD WITH-HOre 


Hudson rightly wuessed that this coast 
was a part of Greenland, but a part “to any 
Christian unknowne.” Seemingly endless, 
it blocked his route toward the Pole and 
the spicy isles of the Enst, but in compen- 
sation be felt the discoverer’ s thrill. He took 
4 proprietary pride in the land, which he de- 
scribed as “very lemperate to our feeling.” 

“And considering wee knew no hare 
wiven to this land, wee thought good to 
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name it Hold-with-Hope, lying in 73 de- 
grees: of latitude,” 

The quaint mame stuck. Cape Hold with 
Hope and Hudson Lund are shown on maps 
to this-day.* 

At last Huilsoe lore himself away frem 
this fascinating but forbidding const and 
vainly tried to penetrate the barrier of ice 
which bars the way north between Oreen- 
land and Spitsbergen ot this time of year. 

Fur days the Hopewell played tag with 
the ice along the coast of Spitsbergen, and 
lime after lime she barely escaped, The 
log is full of pious expressions of franks ior 
the help of a higher Commander: 

“Tt pleased God that about twelve of the 
clocke this night it cleered wp.” 

“Wee vove thankes to Goel who marvel 
lously preserved us irom so many dangers 
amongst so huge a quantitie of ice and 
fiogane.”” 

Twice when they were caught in a calm 
and the sea was carrying them toward the 
crinding, thundering ice, they were saved 
by an apparent miracle: 

“Tt pleased God at the very instant te 
vive wa staal] cule, which was the meones 
of our deliverance; to Him be praise there- 
fore.” 


PROM TTeGsOs TO Tyo 


Of course he was attempting an impossi- 
bility. Three hundred and nineteen vears 
were to elapse before a ship. would sail fram 
Spitsbergen to the North Pole, and then it 
would bea ship of the sky, not the sea—the 
Josephine Ford flown by Lieutenant Com- 
mander (now Rear Admiral) Richard E, 
Berd and the late Floyd Bennett:t 

One thing of major importance Hudson 
noted: these northern waters seemed alive 
with whales, one bay In particular. One 
duy, while a seaman was fishing over the 
side, a whale swan) under the keel and the 
ship. wus held fost as if on o beet. There 
wis imminent danger of cupsizing, “yet by 
Gus mercie we had no harme but the lose 
of the hooke and three porte of the line.” 

The Hopewell was not equipped for bunt- 
ing such game, though in her wake woulel 
comet fleets of whalers ta turn thé giants 
into oil for lamps and bene for corset stays.

He had mo 
idea that Greenhind was as large as it is or 
extended so far north, But he guessed it 
‘was an island—something Peary was to 
prove 293 years Later, 

With this course out of the question. 
Hudson swung about in the general direc- 
tion of home, On the way he discovered 
“Hirdson’s ‘Tuteches,” naw called Jan Mayen 
Tsland, “September 15 the weary Hopewell 
east anchor at Tilbury in the Thames. 

Four and o half months of terrific hard 
éhip ond olmost daily risk were over, and 
what hal Hudson tu show for it? Latehe beat 
negative results. There was nu passage to 
the north of Spitsbergen, ‘There was none 
to the north of Greenland. For the first 
time Hudson hail proved these facts. 

No doubt the hard-headed merchant ad- 
venturers listen 10 the <kipper with due 
respect. “Lmportant, doubtless,” they prot 
ably suid, “bot purely in the tealm of sct- 
ence, The geographers will be vlad to know 
this—hut there is no money tn it!” 

Yet there were some umeng the canny 
London merchants whose thoughts went 
buck to ane part of Pludaons story in par: 
ticilar—those whales: Anal many a British 
fortume wie founded, in the years Lo dome, 


upon the bodies of the sea.creatures: Huson 


hud seen unsuspectingly eavorting In the 
waters to the north, . 

Hudson's thoughts, however, had al- 
realy moved onwared. In bin there burned, 
far hotter than even the passion tor profits. 
the discoverer's worelenting urge. Through- 
out the winter he planned another vownge, 
one that would trv stil] another door to the 
icebound citadel of the Arctic, 


JOHN HUESON GETS His siA Leos 


And what af young “John Hudson, a 
boy"? Throughout that entire eventful voy- 
age we hear of him not once. That is hardly 
surprising, A yuimpster getting his sea: Tess 
ranks little hieher than the barnacles under 
the keel, even if he aw the captain's son: 

The lad taust have done bis work well. 
for when his father persuaded the Muscovy 
Company to dispatch another expedition 
the following syiring, John’ name waslisted 
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we one of the crew—mines the probably 
hated label “boy,” 


FUTURE PLOTTENS APPRAR 


Several members of this second crew 
were destined to be lovelved in the mutiny 
that cost Captain Hudson his life three 
years and two yoruges later. Particularly 
is this true of Robert Juet, of Limehouse, 
the mate, whe became a ringleader in the 
plot: In the meantime he was to play the 
part of his masters right-hand man. 

‘This time, haying found the ice impen- 
etrable herween Greentanel amd Spitsberen, 
Hudson was to try a mere eastern door, 
between Spitthergen and Novava Zemlya. 

By the first of June the little ship—again 
the Aupeaell—had reached the North Coupe 
of Norway, “Tt wis cleere weather, ane 
we <aw Norway fishermen at sea.” 

Fight dovs luter the Mopowell entered 
the ice, “Our hope was to 2o through: it.’ 
For four hours she twisted ond dodged, 
penetrating 12or 13 miles; but then Hudson 
decided he hal better turn back. “Weer had 
endangered ws Somewhat too frre.”

MUTINY AND RIGHT-ANOUT-FACE 


Then, as fog and ice compassed them 
about, there arose a muttering among the 
crew, especially those members who had 
heen sailors in the warm East India service 
ant) hod never before felt an Arctic blast. 
Juet, however, makes no mention of mutiny, 
perhaps because he had a guilty hand in it. 

Hudson, probably glad of the chance, 
proposed two plons. Eqther they mizht 
sail to Lie northwest to explore “Davis his 
streghts” or they might strike for the coast 
of Notth America to-seck-a pussage to the 
Onient reported to exist about latinide 40, 
Of this mysterious paseage Hudeon hud 
heard from his friend Captain John Smith 


HENRY HUTSON, MAGNIFICENT FAILURE 


‘Toa Hudson's shivering sailors the choice 
wis easy, They wanted no part of Davis 
Strait. ‘They craved the warmth of the 
Temperate Aone. 

Thus, in spite of his ironclad sailing 
otters, Hurlson set off in a direction almost 
(igmetriqdly opposite to that in which he 
had been hired to gn. | | 

When nearly across the Atlantic, Harl- 
60n’ lookout sighted! an unknown vessel 
hurrying past in the ypposite direction. [m- 
mediately the (felt Afeow tuned around 
and for six hours’ pove futile chase—Juel 
Anes not say why. 

Perhaps some of the seamen would tet 
have been averse too littl profitable piracy. 
Hudson had probably lost control of his 
crew, and during the voyage he was offen 
savagely threatened, 

On the Grand Banks of Newfoundland, 
even at that early date, Hurdle sighted a 
great fleet” of French fishermen. 

Cautiously he wpprouched the North 
American Coast, taking frequent soundinis, 
and on July W six Indions paddled out 
te the ship, “seeming elid of aur com 
ing.” One spoke o few words of French, 
Tn response to eager questions of goldd- 
ureedy sailies, they averred that net only 
gold but silver and copper were found 
near by. 


A. SEMHE TS NEE IM MAINE 


Next day the Malf Afoon sailed on “into 
a very good harbour”—probahly about at 
Penohbseot Bay, in Maoine—ond there sone 
af the men cuta tall tree to replace a mast 
lost in Atlattic storms. All hands ate Jol- 
sters til they cowld ead no more. 

Distrust of the natives breathes in Jivet’s 
account, perhaps becouse his own motives 
were not of the best. “They offered us no 
wrong, seeing that we stead upon our etiared. 
They brought many beaver skinnes ond 
other fine furres, which they would have 
changed for redde gownes.” 

These peaceful people the crew of the 
Ffalf Moon soon rewarded in dastardly 
fashion. First at miuskel point they stole 
one of the Tindlans’ bunts: “Then we 
manned our boat amd scute with twelve 
men and muskets. cnc) two stane pieces ar 
murderers [small cannon), and drave the 
savames from their houses, and tooke the 
apieny le Of them, as they would have done 


of us.” Juet added the last phriise. appar 


ently, by way of flimsy justification, 
After this piece of gratuitous savagery 
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they wisely if not very courageously -sailedd 
away. Whether Hudson approved the at- 
tack is tot known, but his mwa comments 
at the Inelioné are far fron hostile. 

On the Massachusetts const there were 
friendly Indians, one of whom Auelsen en- 
tertained at dinner. Later the captain gave 
him ‘three or Tour glass buttons anti ur 
pleased was the savage that he’ ‘leaped and 
danced” when the ship's boat set him ashure. 
These Massachusetts Indians were to be of 
great help to the Pilgrims when they landed 
at Plymouth eleven yenrs later. 

Soon Hudson left: the coast, continging 
his course southward. By about the mitl- 
dle of August the Fall Moon had reached 
the mouth of Ches ke Bay, “This is 
the entrance into the King’ 5 River in Vir- 
tinia. where our Englishanen are.” wrote 
Juet, referring to Jamestown. 

About the latitude of Nags Head, North 
Carolina, Hudson turned and started nerth 
again, inspecting the coust tore closely, 
The long finger of Cape May be mt first 
the nett to Be gn tsland, 

Continuing up the onast of what is now 
Sew Jersey, “Hudson, noted the law Sandy 
shore punctuated with many small islands. 
Qn one of them Atlantic City was to rise, 
some 250 yeurs later, a metropolis conjured 
mit ofa sand bar seven miles-al sea. 

But no beach umbrellas or bathing beaw- 
ties beckoned the Nalf Afoouw on that August 
dav in 160%. The only sign of life was 
smoke fram a big fire built by Inclians. 





HUDSON LATEES NEW TYOKK HARBOK 


Early in the morning of September 2 the 
Mall Moon's lookout sighted Sandy Hook. 
Before him Hoadlson found “a great lake ot 
water —the Lower Bay of New York Har- 
bhar—and out of this lake or bay flowed “a 
great streame,’ the river that was to bear 
his rime. 

Hudson, however, was not the first to see 
it, Wo the Huson bore the name of its dis- 
coverer it would probably be the Vermeany 
River or the Gomez River today, for the 
ltulian captain, Giovanni da. Verrazann, 
who sailed this coast 85 years before in the 
service of France, hye beheld ibs moth, 
and so hud Estevan Games, a Porturuese 
mariner in the Spanish service, who orice 
had yvovared with Magellan. 

But Hudson was te make it his river, net 
theirs, by right of svstematic exploration, 
Undoubtedly he was the first white man 
to pats the Palisades aml the Hudson 
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Hichlands. Quite possibly he was the firsi 


to sail well inte ihe mouth, past the island 
of Manhattan, touwerless then, with virgin 
forest ouks for skyscrapers (page 474) 

“This is a very good land to fall with, and 
t pleasant land to see,” wrote Jue, little 
thinking. that world metropolis would 
arise at the mouth of this: river. 

Cn September 4 4, four men were sent 
ishore, tradition says on Coney Island. Tf 
oni, the first white excursion to Coney Is- 
Inn was a fishing trip, for the landing 
party cupzht mullers for the aif Afoun's 
larder (pace 471). 

The copper-skinned New VYorkers- proved 
bespitahle, though their committee for the 
reception of distinguishert iunests was cbressell 
a bit informally in deerskins and lenels, 
net cutaway coats and gardenias, And they 
ereete|| their guests with something more 
substantial than tarn-up ticker tase ani tele 
phone bowks: Gol tobacco they brought, 
and Tedian corn. Even Juet had to acini 
they were “very civill,” but darkly he added, 

“Wee durst not trust them." 


FIRST OOD 1S Stn 

The very next day his suspicions were 
hore out when two canoeloads of Tndians 
attacked the ship's bont, though perhaps 
the assault wise not unprovoked, Rain put 
out the match with which the muskets were 
fired, ond John Colman, a veteran of Hud- 
am's first voyage, was killed An arrow 
plerced his throat. 

Next dav, when some Indians came out 
to the ship to trade, the seamen pelaedd their 
htowistoine! boat in plain sight, ti see 
whether the visitors would show any guilt. 
Stoical, they gave no sign, and s) were 
allowed to return in peace. 

But next morning when two large cannes 
arrived, one full of braves armel with bows 
and arrows and the other ostensiily ta 
trade, the Half Moon's men feared treach- 
ev. Manicky, they took. two Tndians as 
hostages, but a third escaped by leaping 
overboard. Either to mock of to mollify 


their prisoners, the seamen decked them.

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No Indians were allowed on board, but 
next day, near the site of Gront’s Tomb, 
the crew bought “great store of very goud 
oysters” for a few cheap pike. That 
nisht they anchored peat Spuyten Duyvil. 

On the fourteenth, with a favoring wind, 
the /fal! Afoow sailed up the river some 36 
miles, past the lofty and inspiring Palisailes, 
to about the level of Peekskill. 

Later the same day she seenis to have 
reached! the neighborhood of West Point. 
The mountains passed were the Hudson 
Highlands, now looked wpon for the first 
tithe by the eves af any white man (p, 476). 

Early the next morning the two captive 
qvages seme ouloof a porthole ane 
2wum away, whooping sco and delignce 
when safe from pursult. 

Hot still as the whites moved wp the river 
they found the Tncians uniformly frienclly. 
“Wee found verv loving people, and very 
old) ment where we were well used.” 

Hudson bimself hus left a description of 
a Visit be poid to the bome of wn old chiet. 

“The maitives are a very good people,” be 
reported, “for when they saw that T would 
nut remain, they suppused that 1 was afraid 
of their bows; and taking the arrows, they 
broke them into pieces, qunicl threw them 
Into the fire.” |

TE Two divs later, with typical thorowgh- 
ness, Hursoan sent out the boat asain, When 
the men returned they announced they had 
neoonded several more miles—traditionally 
lo about the site of Cohoes and Waters 
ford— ahd had found the river only seven 
feel deep. 


FAILURE AGALT 


Long since, Hudson had probably realized 
that this steadily diminishing fresh-water 
stream could hordly be the chonnel to the 
western ocean, But now this clisanpointing 
fact had been proved beyond a doubt. 

While Hudson's reconnoitering party was 
away in the ship's boat, he and his mate 
invited “some of the chiefe men of the 
countrey” aboard the Hilf Afopr and pot 
them drunk, “to see whether they had any 
treacherie in them.” 
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One ontive drank himaelf unconscious 
and had to stay on the boat all night. But 
the one woman in the patty, wife of a chief, 
proved herself such a lady that Juet mar- 
yeled. She “sate so modestly,” he wrote, “as 
any of attr iountrey women would die ink ‘t 
strange place.” 

Propping down the river from Albany, 
the explorers “wathered good store of chest- 
nuts," perhans at or near the location of 
thee city of Huceon. 

‘Next day, about the site of Catskill 
Landing on the west sid of the river, they 
noted the fertillty of the ground, the size 
of the oak and other trees, and the abun- 
dance of stone for building houses, 

[ri the vicinity of Red Hook they caught 
‘four or five and twentie mullets, breanes, 
bases, and harbils” in an hour 

(ften they encountered friendly natives. 
Once the visitors Included two Indian mazed- 
ens of fooor 7, who, even Juet is forced to 
admit, “belived themselves very motestiv.” 
Probably the sheht of the bushy-learderd 
seamen scared the voung girls hal f te decuth, 

One spot which cought Juet’s eve as “a 
very pleasant place to build a towne on’ 
was evidently in the neighborhood of New- 
hureh and Bencon, a few miles below 
Pouthkeepsie and the Franklin 1. Rewse- 
velt estate at Hyde Park (pave 480). 


THAGEDY OUT OF A PITLOW 


On the firstof October, os the Mal! (finn 
slowhy approached Manhattan. aWiit trag- 
edy broke—breughe on by « light-fingered 
native’s theft of a pillow, two shirts, and 
two leather belts! 

Let Juet tell the rest of the brutal story; 

“Our masters tate shot at him, and 
strooke him on the brest, and killed him 
Whereupon all the rest fled away, some in 
their canoes, wad some leapt out of them 
into the water. 

“Wemanned our boat, anc got our things 
avain. Then one of them that swomme ol 
bold of our boat, thinking to oyerthrow it. 
But our cooke tooke a aword, and eyt aft 
one of his bands, ond be was drowned,” 

The very next day one of the reed-coaterd 
Indians who had ecaped from the /fal/ 
Afoon on the way up the river appeared 
with a strong band of COMP ALILO TS, as Juet 
says, “thinking to betray we’ In the en- 
suing fight seven or eight Indians were 
hillecl) sun) the rest fled, wherenpon Mucdscn 
went six or seven miles downstream and 
rode in safety through the night “on that 
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side of the river that 1 called Manna-hats,”’ 


At last. when October was four days old 
and froste were reddening the hardwood 
trees of Manhattun, the litth Aull Afoor 
emerged from the river of lis many advet- 
tures-and sailed out into the oper sea. 
Hudson was eager to hurry home, for he 
feared his unruly crew might take the shij 
one turn pirate. On November 7 he an- 
chared safely at Dartewuth in) Devon. 

LAST ACT OF EDCUDSON DRAMA 

When reports of his discoveries spread to 
Landon, the authorities flatly forbade hin 
and the other English members of the crew 
te golan te report to his Duteh employers. 
“Where.” they probably asked, “is your 
patriotism?” And Hudson, remembering 
how flagrantly he hail disobeyed his orders, 
miérhaps wus not sorry to wvoid being called 
on the carpet by a bunch of angry Putch 
uncles, 

But the sews of his discoveries reached 
Amsterdam, and the shrewd Dutch triders 
Simin followed wp Huilsen's efforts by build- 
ing a& fort on Manhattan and sending muy 
colonists, New Amsterdam, later New 
York, was born. 

Meanwhile the mariner was off on an- 
other adventure, destined to be hia last. 
Like o well-planned drama his eventful 
life was marching toward a tragic climax. 

This time Hudson was to explore a 
tegion that long had whetted his curiosity 
and appealed to him as offering perhaps the 
best chance of a short route to the Orient, 
the icy revion west of Davis Strait. 

Several of London's merchant adventur- 
ers backed him, gambling a ship, a few 


pounds, mod a few sailors’ lives on the 


chance of fabulous fortune. The chief buck- 
ers were Sir Dudley Dipyes, Sir Thomas 
Smith, ated Master John Wolstenholme. 


LOSBOOK FPRUNED HY MUTTINERRS 


Direct knowlelge of this voyage comes 
chiefly from, first, a small purt of Huelson’s 
low, cut short and sharply pruned by the 


mutineers to eliminate incriminating [SES 


sages; segond, the sanctinweninus but de- 
tailed effusions of o pious lendlubber, 
Abacuk Prickett, haberdasher and a serv- 
ant of Str Dudley Digges, who returned 
from the tragic vovage in safety amd hos 
often heen suspected of a prejudiced ac- 
count intended ta case the punishment cl 
the mutineers: and, thitd, a scribbled note 
iound in the desk of Thomas Wrilhouse, a 
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pher, found that the tip of Scotland, the 
Orknews, and the Shetland Islands all were 
tot far north on existing churts. 

Breidi Fiord, a gulf on the west coast of 
Iceland, Hurson’s men inelegantly dubbed 
“Louse Bay” because there, finding springs 
of hot water, they gratefully bathed and de- 
loused themselves. “They had found there 
a bath hot enough to scald a fowle,” 


MUTTEAISNGS OF MUTINY 


The Ditervery passed Greenland, and as 
it entered what would later be knrwn as 
Hutson Strait, fearsome icebergs, strong 
currents, atl “over-falls” or rlpplings of 
Lhe water were observed. “Some of our men 
this day fell sicke,” says Prickett, “L will 
Hol say it was for feare, although | saw 
small signe of other griefe.” 

At last the little ship was so beset with 
ioe that the men began to mutter of return- 
ing home; whereupon Hudson called the 
ctew together, brought out his chart to 
show how far they had come, and agreed 
lo be governed by their decision ns to 
whether he should advance or retreat, 

Such o democratic suggestion by a sen 
captain may easily be taken for irresolution, 
The malcontents were emboldened and 
sharp words passed, for already tempers 
were beginning to fray. 

“Th T had an hundred pends," quoth 
one, “T would gladly give fourscore and ten 
to be at home.” 

Bit the stoul-hearted carpenter, Philip 
Stiffe, laughed at such fears. 

“Tf I had an hundred,” he told the com- 
pany’, “T would. net give ten wparn-such con- 
dition, but would think [t to be as good 
money as ever | had.” 

The upshot was that the ship continued 
Near Akpatok Island, which Hudson named 
Desire Provoketh, the men worked off some 
of their ill spirits by chasing polar bears, 

To several of the bays, ishands, and capes 
in Hueson Strit the navigutor gave names, 
melding ““Salisburies Foreland” { Salishury 
island), “Cape Worsenholme” (Cape. Wal- 
stenholme), and “Cape Dies" (Digges 
Télanes }.* 

On one ishind an explering party headed 
by Prickett distevered “some round ‘hills 
of stone, like to grasse cockes, which at 
the first I tooke to be the work of some 
Christian.” Opening one, Prickett found it

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“full of fowles hanged by their neckes” 
They had stumbled onan Eskinw cache. 

The men urged Hiaison to stay and let 
them gorge themselves on these fat and ap- 
purently ownerless birds, waiting ready for 
the pot. Hut Hudson would have none of it 
These twin “capes” (Digges and Wolsten- 
hole) seemed to guard the entrance to 
something, Conld it be the long-souvht 
ttorthwest passage that would lead to the 
Orient and everlasting fame? 

They sailed on, the land fell away. anil 
before Hudson stretched an immense open 
sen. How he must have thrilled with hope, 
little knowing that this was but « huge bav, 
the cul-de-sac in which he would meet his 
death. 

“Confidently proud that he had won the 
passage,” Hudson sailed southward. Hut his 
jubilation was short-lived. He soon found 
himself lost in the maze of islands: that 
clutter the castern side of Hudson ane 
James Bays. Day by day it became clearer 
that they were making about as ‘much 
progress as if sailing in 4 trouser pocket. 


THE SHOWDOWN 


Nerves and tempers grew frazzled ane 
criticism arose. Juet went about jeering at 
the master’s hope of reaching the Indies 
by Candlemas. Grave charges about Juet 
reached the master’s ears, 

“Slander!” cried the mate, and demanded 
a showdoyn., 

On September 10, after dinner, the cap- 
tain called the entire company together to 
hear the case for and against the mate. 

Vainly Juet tried to bluster it out, but 
the accusations against him were pver- 
whelmiimy. 

Philip Stafie, the carpenter, and Ladlie 
Arnold looked him straight in the face and 
with hand on Bible swore the mate had 
urged them to keep swords and loaded muc- 
kets ready in their cabins. 

Other seamen took oath that Juet had 
talked of a bloody mutiny and murder and 
had threatened to take the ship inte his 
own hands and head for home. 

Hudson's action under the circunistances 
was surprisingly lenient. He clisplaced Jet 
a= mate and demoted the bosun, 

FROZEN IN OR THE WINTER 

Bu now the dissension grew even worse, 
though the grumbling was driven under- 
qroumd. The hot hate of Juet fermented in 
secret, infecting others with discontent, 
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hy now they had been wandering about

Tn the ides of November the ship's gun- 
ner, John Williams, died, and the malcon- 
tents were quick to say that the master’s 
slave-driving ways were responsible. But 
their regard for the gunner did not prevent 
rhem fram coveling his belongings, particu- 
larly a-“gray cloth gowne.” And out of a 
quarrel over a mere garment Hudson mare 
hime! an unrelenting enemy compared to 
whom Juel, with all his hatred, seems pale 
—a ne‘er-do-well named Henrie Greene. 

This burly black sheep of a gol Kent 
family hud heen brought on the voyage y 
Hudson “because be could write well,” 
scamp and a waster, he was trusted by no 
one, but Audsin apparently bad taken pity 
on him, giving him food, drink, and lodging 
in his own home. 

At Teeland Greene had gotten into a row 
with the ship's surgeon and beaten him 
severely, Many of the crew were enraged, 
but Hudson, according to Prickett, defended 
Greene, blarnine the surgenn’s sharp tongue 
for the trouble, Juet began saying the mas- 
ter hud brought Greene along as a -stool 
pitecn to discredit anybody who happened 
tv displease him. This talk of Juet's had 
come to Hudson's ears-early in the voyage 
and made him so angry that he seriously 
considered going back to Ireland and send- 
ine the mate home in a fishing boat. 

Hut oow Greene had incurred the cayp- 
tain's displensure by siding with the car 
peoter in an argument with Hudson over 
buikling « bouse on shore, The captain's 
inger, says Prickett, took the potty form 
of denying Greene the “gowne” which he 
hid previously premised him. 


When Greene protested, pcoording to this: 


prejudice witness, Hudson railed at 
the man, telling him he couldn't le trusted 
with twenty shillings and that he should 
have mo waves if he didn’t mend his wavs 
This affront brought out oll the devil in 
Greene, and he plotted, biding ht time: 
Meanwhile, pturmigan and other fnwl 
diemented the foiling larder, and o decoc- 
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tion brewed from tree buds staved off the 
scurvy, Hut spring found the crew in piti- 


able shape, many of them with badly frozen 


feet, including Prickett himself.

With the break-up of the ice o lone In- 
dian appeared antl Hudson was overjoyed. 
He asked the crew to turn in all their knives

Once the Indian returned with deer ane 
beaver skins, but he was baclhy treated ane 
after that he never came back. 

Hudson was in despair, and finally he 
himself set out in the ship's boat in the hope 
of locating the natives.

ringleaders. “As for me, 7 will not stay 
in the ships unless vind force ee. 

“i then," they said, “for we will hot 
stay you.” 

“T will,” answered he, “so T may have my 
chest with all that is in it.” 

Accordingly, they allowed him to get his 
cathes and tools, and the carpenter took his 
pluce in the shallop “for the love be bore 
the master.” 

This unsung hero, Hudson's carpenter, 
had sailed with him before. 

To Prickett he confided that he planned 
to hoist the litte sail and follow the vessel 
in the hope that the mutineers would relent 
Meanwhile those worthies were sacking the 
ship lke a crew of pirates, breaking open 
the chests and rifling everything in sight. 
But finally they hoisted sail and slowly 
stood out af the ice, the shallop towing 
behind. Then one of their number cut the 
rope and the litthe boat with its tragic cargn 
quickly fell away astert. 

Before long the onitineers took in their 
topsails anc lay te, while they further tan- 
sacked the ship, Hut soon somecne yelled 
that the shallop hel core within sight, 
whereupon “they let full the muinsavle 
and out with their top-sayles, and fly as 
from an enemy.”

Three ships sent out the following year, 
by order of the Ring, partly to search for 
Hudson and partly to confirm his disenv- 
enies, never succeeded in reaching the place. 

Henty Hudson probably was ready for 
death, In his own eyes he had proved the 
rankest of failures. Four times he had tried, 


MAGNIFICENT FAILURE 
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and four times he hud failed. The last hope 
of his life was gone. 

Hut history's verdict on Hudson is very 
different from his wwn. In the sheer extent 
of bis voyages he far surpassed any other 
Arctic explorer of his time, Resourceful, he 
tried not one but four of the possible routes 
tio his gon) 

His erent virtue was his thormighness. 
Where before him the map bristled with 
vaguely outlined shores, will-o'-the-wisp 
capes, and phantom islands, behind him he 
left it plainly marked, 

li he was a failure, he was a magnilicent 
one, His bold explorations cleared away 
immense blind spats, opened the way for 
the founding of New Amsterdam, and made 
knewn to the world, though he cid not dis- 
cover, the great river, strait, and bay which 
corry his-nane, 

The Hurdéon River, as stated, was ol 
discovered by Verrazano (page 473), Alu 
aon Strait probably by Sebastian Cabor, 
and Hudson Bay by the Portuguese. But 
it took Hudson's hard work and dramatic 
career to etch thets on the maps and minds 
of the world. In his wake came commerce 

whales in the north, fortunes in furs in 
New York and the Hudson Bay country. 

And what a figure of devotion is voung 
John Hudson! Tnoall of history he speaks 
not a word: vet when the name of Hudson 
ix evr cn the map he, too, should be re- 
membered,

And what of the Brcovery? Did-she ever 
reach home?

Because it is a major gateway to Europe, 
nirwavs, Tailroads, ancl highways, and iar- 
away connections lead to New York. From 
Florida, from the west coast, from big in- 
land! cities, from Boston and Canada, trains, 
planes, and buses pour in, unload, reload, 
and move out again. So Lary tracnloacds 
of food arrive that a vear’s supply would 
mein a line of boxcurs stretching from 
New York out to Denver!

COUNTRY LIFE IN NORWAY 


The Beneficent Gulf Stream Enables One-third of the 
People in a Far-north, Mountainous Land 
to Prosper on Farms 


By Axer H. Oxnoum 


FTER 20 vears of absence, [ went 
A back to visit a valley in Norway 


where my father had practiced 
medicine when | was a boy, Nobody 
would know me, | thought. To my sur- 
prise the bus driver refused my fare, the 
innkeeper politely returned my money, and 
for a week | had to accept free boar, 
room, und fishing privilege. 

“Your father treated the poor people 
here for nothing,” explained the local coun- 
cilman, “and oo man in this valley will 
accept your money.” | 

That i¢ the spirit of rural Norway. 
Hordes of wesitors swarm each year to see 
the fjords and glaciers, and the cities in 
which life differs little from that in other 
cities of northern Europe: but it is the back 
country, with its farm, forest, and village 
life, that reveals the real Norway. 


NORTHERNMOST CIVILIZED COUNTRY 


Mountainous Norway, siretching for 
1,100 miles between 58 amd 71 degrees 
af north latitude, is the northernmost civi- 
lized country. But for the Gulf Stream, 
a branch of which washes its west coast, it 
would begin arctic waste (map, page 490}. 

In such a mountainous land it is hare 
to ¢ee how agriculture can be the main 
eccupation, and vet about one-third of the 
population of 2,907,000) people live on 
farms. The farmers have toiled for gener- 
ations, clearing the forests, pulling stumps, 
removing millions of tons of stone, draining 
swamps, und utilizing every square inch 
of ground suitable for pasture or cultiva- 
tion, Today, despite the natural handi- 
caps under which they labor, about 94 per 
cent of them own their land.* 

The thrifty, stubborn character of the 
country people bas been formed by this 
means. Through centuries Norwegians 
have worked to crente stable [ving conci- 
lions and gain economic security, © tar 
distribution of wealth, and respect for Law

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and order. They cling to their soil with 
a tenacity at times almost fanatical, many 
u farm having remained int the same fumily 
jor several hundred years, 

An old friend of mine, born 75 years 
age not far from the Swedish border. is 
u good example of the Norway farmer. At 
an early age he had to shift for himself. 
He married a capable girl from another 
valley, and the two broke new land far up 
on the mountainside where few could have 
made farming pay. 

After 50 years of toil he is the richest 
man in his neighborhood. He has brought 
up a family of eight children, sent them to 


echuol, and given every one a technical 


education. The old farmstend is still his 
home, but far each son an! daughter he has 
purchased a farm in the valley. | 

His ‘success lies in his thrift and the 
strong family tie which mele every mem- 
ber of the household co-operate, as in the 
Suiss Fomily Robinson. Most self-suti- 
cient group [ have ever met, they produce 
on the fann all their food, with the excep- 
tion of coffee, sugar, and salt. 

The fishing rights they own in a lake 
bring in annually a thousand! dollars or 
more, and a few bead of cattle provide but- 
ter, milk, and cheese, In winter, boats, 
fishing tuckle, nets, etc,, are made at home, 
as are clothing, shoes. and farm implements. 

One son is an expert carpenter, one 
an electrician, om! another a blacksmith. 
Together these boys installed a complete 
hvdrielectric power plant for the commu- 
nitv. The mother and daughters weave in 
their spare moments; the bows add to their 
income by hunting ancl trapping.

Nobody knows frown whence it 
come, Whether it was brought in on early 
Viking ships ar came overland from the east 
is still a matter of guesswork, 

Small in height and usually beige-colored, 
it hat a black stripe through the mane and 
down the back. Its front legs are alse 
striped like those of the primitive horse of 
Asia, und it has a small head and slightly 
curved nose mot unlike the Arab horse, 
which it somewhat resembles. 

Some years ago a farmer in the western 
part of the United States imported some of 
these animals, but he came to grief—not 
becouse the horses became homesick tr 
would not work, but because every one ol 
them was promptly stolen by Indians who 
took a fancy to the stripes.

Asa bow T much admired the Norwegian 
elkhound. which is as old as the Norwegian 
race itself. This doz has a powerful body 
und thick, dark-gray fur, It carries ite 
tush toil coiled An intelligent, hardy ani- 
mal, it isa fighter that I hove often seen 
chase every other dog off the farm, It is 
fearless and a keen hunter, at its best in 
chasing bear and elk, the latter the “nmenise’ 
of northern Europe.

“TOT GOATS” 
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than the size of their farms would indicate. 
Since many di oot have enough land: to 
support their families by farm operations 
alone, they have other occupations. Thou- 
smuicls along the coast are fishermen, ancl 
these fear timber districts are also woueds- 
men, having log cabins in the forests, Many 
fanmners.also own their qwn wood lots. of 
saw timber, parpeood, and firewood, In 
muse of crop failure, the wood lot will usu- 
ally see the farmer through til next harvest, 

Tt is astonishing how many farm tools. 
implements, harnesses, and shoes are home 
made. “The farmers build their own houses 
and boats. Joeks-of-all-trades they must 
be, to make ends meet. 

In some vallevs the silversmith’s art has 
been handed down for centuries from father 
ta son, andl the designs and patterns have 
their origin back in the dim ages. | saw 
in the valley of Telemark exquisite filigree 
woth which, to my mind, has no opal 
meng form-home crafts elewhere in Eu- 
rope, In other valleys farmers are skilled 
copperemiths and work during winter 
months making excellest COP er kettles, 
coffeepots, lower stands, etc, These prod- 
ucts are sold all over the country. 

Wood carving is likewise a highly de- 
veloped art based on centuries of tradition, 
One need only consider the artistically 
carved dragons and other ornaments of old 
Viking ships, the elaborate decorations of 
the thousand-year-old “stave” churches till 
in, existence (page 527), to realize thar 
wed carving is an ancient art in Norway. 
During the winter evenings farmers make a 
variety of such carvings, often based on 
their owen clea of design, 

Then there is wrought-iron work, Beau- 
lifully designed and executed chandeliers: 
hinges, and fireside implements are mace 
by country blacksmiths. They find an ex- 
cellent market throughout Norway. 


SEEULECHAFPT A FINE ART 


Women and girls gather moss, bork, nuts, 
ond plants, and extract from them dves af 
tare beauty. That these veretuble dyes 
ate sunfust is proved hy the century-old 
vegetable-dyed tapestries seen in Norway. 

In embroidery the Hardanger pattern is 
particularly well known. There is always 
a good markel in Norway for hand- hersitteerd 
sweaters, caps, scaris, socks, and similar 
sport togs, all produced in characteristic 
patterns of the region where they ore made. 
One small farm community makes only

mittens. amd some of them are exported to 
America, In olden days « bride bad to 
preve her skill by making and embroidering 
her future husband's wedding shirt.

Tn a lonely mountain valley [ saw ao door- 
rat made from old rubber tires, cut into 
strips antl held together with iron tevls! 
Clever tovs, fishing tuckle, and novel heouse- 
hold apptionces all find market, ‘The ex- 
tensive electrification of the country has 
played an important part in the develop 
ment of these small industries, 

Such industries help keep people of the 
charity rolls: that is why the State takes 
such keen interest in their development, 


WOMEN ACTIVE IX FPUALIC AFFAIRES 
Though the man still “wears the trow- 


sera” or, as the Norwegians aay, “decides 
where the cupboard is to be placed,” women 


have gained a strong voice in public affairs. 


Norway, in fact, was among the first 
countries int Europe to enfranchise women, 
WCET HT seed men costa i stra. Women 
are found tn all postions except in the 
Anny and Navy. There are women in the 
Parliament aml in executive kovertiment 
positions, women owning amd openuting 
larce farm properties, and women leaders 
in the business world. 

Sunday is peaceful on a Norwegian farm, 

On Saturday afternoon the whole family 
is drafted for kitchen police, 
scrubbed with sand and soup, and freshly 
cut juniper twigs are spread over the floor. 

In the fireplace birch branches are placed, 
This inyparts an asreealile odor—aine can 
“smell Sunday coming.” On Saturday night 
young folk attend cances or meetings of 
their own socteties, They may also go 1 
the nearest community to se a picture 
show. 

Fach vatlley has its peculiar dances and 
it own music. 7) seemed to me that on 
the plains the music is more cheerful and 
the dunces are more sedate than In the 
mountuin vallevs (Calor Plate TIT). 

Old dances that [saw as a boy have given 
way in some places to more mexdern ones, 
hut up in the mauntains people cling: to 
their own music.

From lange ¢ ago is handed down a story of 
ameuntain dance at which a new tune wis 
perce. so wild and weird that it created 
aad blood among the men and enced in a 
ficht. After several of the dancers had 
been killed, survivors saw that the devil 
himself was-the fiddler, This tune, called 
the “Devil's Dance,” ix still plover. 

The folk sat Riildal claim descent from 
French fugitives who, tradition says, ¢is- 
covered the valley. They have a legend 
that the crucifix of their old “stave” church 
was caught it a net by a fisherman, whe, 
unable to Litt it from the water, began 
calling out the names of all the churches in 
Norway, When he named Raéldal's church, 
the crucifix: became so Heht that he lifted 
it inte his heat, 

Soon it was reported that the sweat on 
the face of the Christ had healing power, 
and for centuries people came to this 
church from all over the comtry to pray 
for good! health. Thousands of Gothic in- 
scriptions on the whoadwork of the walls 
bear witness to the many pilgrims. 

Often visitors are pugzled| to note that 
the altar shows only eleven Apostles, The 
omission of ome ts explained as chiie to the 
action of the forefathers who built the 
church; they did not want anvihing to de 
with Jucas| 

In front of these old churches one often 
finds on “wemory,”’ a place where the farm- 
ers In early days were required (o leave 
their axes and other weapons befure enter- 
ing the house of worship, “Tricksters tried 
to evade this rule by making walking sticks 
with ax heats as handles, Oh some old 
farms such canes mav still be seen. 


CHEISTMAS TN THE UOUNTHYVESIDE 


CT the few holidays observed in NWorwny, 
the principal one is Christmas.  Prepara- 
tins for the celebration begin weeks-in adl- 
vane with baking of cakes and cookies and 
brewing of Christmas beer, Farmers, tow 
ever, ate moderate in their use of aleohol:

Radio hos done much to educate the 
people of Norway. Hrosdcasting is con- 
trolled by the State, and the educcational 
features of radio programs ure stressed.

interior, 50 miles from the main highway 
amd 73 miles from the neorest railway.

the newspapers and magasines and receiv- 
ing daily radio reports, | 

T found an ingenious system of “learn 
while vou eat on one farm in an interior 
valley. “The farmer had carved the letters 
of the alphabet on a piece of woul which 
was applied to the piece of butter placed 
before the children at the table! 

Norway, like some other countries, con- 
trols its doctors, apothecaries, dentists, and 
midwives. The country is divided into 
medical districts, each headed by a gowvern- 
ment doctor. 

Besides supervising all questions of pub- 
lic health in their districts and acting as 
chairmen of the local boards of health, 
these doctors cire for the pour without 
charge, The system works because they 
aisn have their private practice, 


HOSPITAL CARE AVAILAHLE To ALL 


Both State amd local governments main- 
tain hospitals and nursery homes, About 
90 per cent of all tubercular patients; for 
instance, ate treated in public hospitals, 
For those who could offord to pay, the 
churges in Norwegian bospitals, other than 
private institutions, at the time of my visit, 
ranged from 50 cents to $1-25 per dav. 

Thirty vears ago state health insurance 
wis established. This covers workers in 
certain ware classes, about one-third of 
the population. The insured pays six 
tenths, the employer one tenth, the State 
(wei tenths, and the municipality one tenth 
of the premium, 

As a result of these activities, the aver- 
cae length of life in Norway is high, and 
this in apite of climatic conditions which 
induce pulmonary diseases that annually 
take a toll of thousands of lives. Norway 
has one of the finest records in the world 
for low infant mortality and it surpasses 
all other countries in the lowness of its ma- 
ternal mortality rate. 

Closely allied with questions of pulilic 
health is public welfare: A avystem of olil- 
age pensions hay been inauwtrated, All 
civil-service employees and other ‘public

A. HURRICANE 


A Doughnut-shaped Storm Turned Back Time in New 
England to Candlelight Days, but Revealed 
Anew Yankee Courage and Ingenuity 


By F. Barrows Corton 


TJTORDES of salps, strange soft-hod- 
| ied creatures from far out to se, 
swarmed into the harbor of Hall: 


fix, Nova Seotia, one Septembvet day, ane! 
brought an carly “forecast” of New Eng: 
land's hurricane of September 21, 1938. 

When the brewing storm was still down 
neor the Fayuntor, some force associated 
with it already was pushing surface waters 
af the open ocean quietly in toward the 
North Athintic Goust, 3,000 miles away, 
Vast numbers of the salts, cartied shore- 
ward by the influx af the waters, thus gave 
scientists in Canada on advance hint of 
what was woing- en. 

No one suspected then that this hurri- 
cane, forming so far away, would strike 
northward at New Finglandd, turn time back- 
ward a generation of more for seven millon 
people overnight, and bring changes rang- 
ing from recasting shore lines to altering 
the courses Gf mens [ives 

Harmless, baliny tropic breezes were 
being transformed into 4 roaring, whirl 
ing juggernaut of wind and wave. 

‘The hurricane was to demonstrate how 
a wreat, close-packed, highby industrialized! 
modern civilization can. be crippled almost 
in an hour when struck on its ‘Achilles 
heel” of electric light and pawer—ane how 
human enerey, Yonkee ingenuity, and the 
New England conscience can tise to defeat 
disaster. It was to destroy valued relics of 
New England's proud history, tut it mace 
that same histery live with new vividness 
as people actuolly went huick to chndles 
for Tight, fireplaces for cooking, and even 
community barn-ritisines to replace storm 
Hattened strictures. 


A MYSTERY F THY WATERS 


The far-flung displacement of ocean sur- 
fue Water, apparently connected with the 
hurricane und bringing the salps to Hall 
fnx, may have been the result of wind ac: 
tion, changes in atmospheric pressure, or an 
“toternal wate” in the sea, though mo one 
knows for sure. The same phenomenon 
has been associated with ther hurricane:

But the storm as a whole usually moves 
rather slowly, only 15 or 20 miles per hour, 
like a top, which, though spinning at high 
speed, travels very slowly across the floor, 
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‘Because a hurricane is sv large, its winds 
seem to be blowing in a straight line, in- 
nead Of in ao citcle, al any ont place over 
which the entire storm passes, As it pire 
presses over any given spot, the wind first 
is felt blowing in-one direction; then there 
if ft period with no-wind ot all, as the 
calm center passes over; finally comes the 
wind on the oppeesite side of the circle, 
blowing hard azain in the oppesite difecticn. 
Cher the center of the North Athintic 
Ocean in September there usually hungs a 
creat mast of heavy air, what weather men 
call a high-pressure area, ir “hich.” Hurri- 
canes ordinarily are first carried westward 
bv the trade winils, toward the West Indies 
ant Florida. Then, as they work north, 
the prevailing westerly winds cotch them, 
and blow them back northeastward alone 
the edwe of the North Atlantic high, back 
out to sea where they expand and lose 
their force,

earth" 4 atmosphere, She placer the North 
Atlantic high sy close ty shore that the 
hurricane could not yeer off to. the north- 
east. Then she mwved in another high 
irom the west, leaving a narrow lane of 
warm, Jow-ptessire, moist air between 
them, leading straight up through New 
Einglard.

Elms planted along the main street of 
Fast Hampten, Long Island, to replace elms 
destraved! in the hurricane of 1815, fell 
in their turn before the hurricane of 1938. 
tn Stonington, Connecticut, the tree war- 
den had marked ane oaldl dving tree to be 
cut down soon. After the storm, that tree 
alone, of all in the entire block, still stood! 

Many cities require that warning lanterns 
be pluced bn fallen trees.

The only tailrond tack still open into 
Boston, or practically all of New England, 
was by war of Purtlaned, Maine. Half of 
Boston's milk comes from Vermont tows, 
so Vermont shipped milk to Montreal, over 
into Maine, and so down to Boston.

The task of reconstruction was enor- 
mous.
